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Ethnic .

Word is expected from the chancellor’s 
office this week on final approval for a 
20-man ethnic studies program. 

In a dramztic gesture SSC President 
Robert Johns and students Don Juhl, Dick 
Reynolds, Frank Godina and Bill Woods 
flew to Los Angeles Monday to lobby the 
chancellor’s support for expanding the 
original 1] position plan. The new proposal 
will make room for nine more professors. 
It appears now that approval is very close. 

Chancellor Glenn S. Dumke, who met 
personally with the SSC task force, said 
that he saw no immediate problems with 
the expanded program. Al! that, according 
to Dumke, remains is a review of the plan 
by the chancellor’s technical staff, 

The main argument of the SSC task 
force was that 20 positions were needed to 
make the program an effective part of the 
academic community. 

To get the nine extra positions it will 
be necessary to add at least 356 more full 
time enrolled students. 

It was the concensus of Dumke ind the 
SSC group that qualified people and not 
necessarily minority professors be found. 
Furthermore, the program will still open, 
they agreed, even if the nine professors 
cannot immediately be found. Later, this 
smaller program can expand to full size. 

Ethnic Studies plans to start classes 
next fall. Eventually it is intended that 
the program will lead to a master’s 
program on ethnic studies. 

“This program,’’ said Dumke, “can 
serve as a possible model for other 
state colleges.”

Psychiatrist author will 


discuss black male study 


“The Protest Psychosis,” a 
mental disorder with racial over- 
tones, will be the topic of an 
address given by Dr. Walter Brom- 
berg at 9 a.m. today, Wednesday, 
April 23, in the Music Recital 
ciall, 

The widely-known Sacramento 
psychiatrist will speak to Dr. 
Tarmo Pasto’s Psychology of Art 
class, but the public is invited to 
atiend free of charge. 

The ‘‘protest’” psychosis was 
so-named by Bromberg because 
it involves the civil rights move- 
mem, It is suffered by some 
American Negroes in jail, 

According to Bromberg, the 
exertion of civil rights during the 
last decade or so created a stress 
which is triggered into the 
“‘protest’’ psychosis by the addi- 
tional pressure of facing criminal 
charges, conviction 1nd sen- 
tencing. 

In a 1968 psychiatric paper in

which he described the psychosis, 
Bromberg termed it as ‘‘a repu- 
diation of white civilization.”’ 

“The dynamics of this rejec- 
tion,”” he continued, ‘“‘of white 
values functions to overthrow, or 
restitute for, those ethical and 
social values they have been forced 
to accept, which are imbedded in 
language and social thinking in 
western civilization.’’ 

He referred to values such 
as ‘‘white:clean and black:dirty,”’ 
and ‘‘white:God-like and black: 
devilish,’ and words such as 
“‘denigrate:to debase.’’ 

Bromberg based his paper on 
a@ study made by himself and a 
colleague, Dr, Frank Simon, in 
the Bedford-Stuyvesant area of 
Brooklyn, N.Y. 

A number of young Negro males 
had been referred to him by civil 
authorities after behaving oddly in 
jail, All except one of them was 
charged, indicted or convicted of

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aggressive crimes, either assault 
or murder, 

They had all the signs of schizo- 
phrenia, one of the most serious 
psychosis, but with a new twist. 
In with their delusion and hallu- 
<ination, Bromberg discovered a 
bizarre religious and radical ele- 
ment, 

It seemed tc Bromberg to be 
an assertion of primitive African 
values, mixed with Islamic and 
Voodoo symbolism which came 
to the surface in the form of a 
psychosis under the influence of 
impending punishment for an ag- 
gressive crime, 

Bromberg feels that the ag- 
gression became fortified by an 
unconscious aggression, aimed at 
a white civilization, which has been 
repressed in the interests of ad- 
justing to a prevailing culture. 

The guilt aroused by the ag- 
gression breaks through to 
emerge in the psychotic behavior, 
It is, Bromberg says, as if the 
prisoner has been overwhelmed 
by the enormity of his anti-white 
aggressive feelings and cannot 
tolerate the guilt aroused, He 
thus retreats to an African ideo- 
logy, even in the absence of a 
complete knowledge of African 
religion and ideology, to appease 
the guilt. 

Bromberg is a gradute of the 
University of Cincinnati and 
received his M.D, from the Down- 
state Medical Center of New York 
University, He has had 78 articles 
and five books published and is 
an internationally known expert 
on criminal and social psychology. 

He is presently a neurologist 
at the Sacramento Kaiser Founda- 
tion Hospital,

Supreme court says students 


can wear protest bands 


It was a cold December day in 
1965 when John Tinker, 15, his 
sister, Mary Beth, 13, and Chris- 
topher Eckhardt, 16, showed up for 
school in Des Moines, Iowa, 
wearing black arm bands. Their 
action was a silent protest against 
the war in Vietnam, part of an 
announced protest by local anti- 
war groups. 

The students, whose parents 
were members of antiwar groups, 
refused to remove their arm bands 
and were immediately suspended 
from school until they agreed to 
do so, The rule against wearing 
arm bands in school had been 
adopted by the school board after 
the prote st campaign was 
announced, The students’ parents, 
with the aid of the American Civil 
Liberties Union, sought an 
injunction against the ban; they lost 
in the lower courts, but last week 
they won their fight. 

The U.S, Supreme Court ruled, 
in a 7-to-2 decision, that the 
youngsters had the right to wear 
armbands as long as their actions 
did not ‘‘materially disrupt class- 
work or involve substantial dis- 
order or invasion of the rights 
of others.” Their actions, the 
Court said, came under the Con- 
Stitutionally protected right of free 
speech. 

Declaring that freedom of 
speech cannot be denied ‘‘at the 
schoolhouse gate,’’ Justice Abe 
Fortas noted that Des Moines 
studeats were not prohibited from 
wearing other political symbols 
such as campaign buttons. Some 
students even wore the IronCross, 
which some people consider a sym- 
bol of nazism. School officials 
may not confine political ex- 
pression to ‘‘those sentiments that 
are officially approved of,’’ said 
the High Court, 

Mr. Fortas, however, took care 
to point out that this case does 
‘‘not relate’’ to regulation of 
clothing or hair length, 

Justice Hugo L. Black, in a 
vehement dissent, denounced the 
ruling as ‘“‘the beginning of a new 
revolutionary era of i per- 
missiveness, . .fostered by the 
judiciary.”’ 

He asserted that public-school 
Students are sent to the schools 
at public expense not to broadcast 
any political views. 

Continued Mr. Black: ‘‘One 
does not need to be a prophet or 
the son of a prophet to know that 
after the Court’s holding today that 
some students. . .will be ready, 
able, and willing to defy their 
teachers on practically all orders, 

‘‘This is more unfortunate for 
the schools since groups of 
Students all over the land are 
already running loose, conducting 


break-ins, sit-ins, lie-ins, and 
smash-ins,’’ said Justice Black. 
But speaking for the majority, 
Justice Fortas noted that any dis- 
ruptive or violent acts would ‘‘of 
course not be immunized by the 
Constitutional guaranty of freedom 
of speech.”’

A new business college here 
may be the prototype of the school 
of the future. It has no flesh- 
and-blood teachers, 

The Automated Business Col- 
lege (ABC), accredited by the state 
of California, opened about three 
months ago, The college uses 
such techniques and devices as 
programmed instruction and 
teaching machines that have be- 
come familiar as auxiliary aids 
in other schools, ABC differs 
from them in relying entirely on 
such methods, 

The staff consists of two people, 
Mrs, Dolores Gianno, the college 
president; and Jim Scott, the 
executive director, He is a 25- 
year-old former high-school 
English teacher. Mr. Scott gladly 
answers questions asked by the 
students and also frequently con- 
fers with them about their 
progress, in part to counteract

the impersonal atmosphere of the 
place. 

The school, which can accom- 
modate 40 students, has not been 
in existence long enought to have 
any graduates, Prerequisites for 
admission include a high-school 
diploma or its equivalent and other 
evidence of employability in a 
business office. 

ABC is operated by the Fran- 
chise Marketing Service, Inc., a 
long-established concern that 
offers franchises for such diverse 
commodities and services as an 
air-purifier unit, a recreational 
slide, restaurants, temporary help 
in the technical field, offset 
printing, and home study for civil- 
service examinations. 

J.W. Kosseff, the company 
president, expects to have 100 
business schools throughout the 
country operating under fran- 
chises on the same plan as the

wagon — trick’s a treat 


A large grean figure of a man 
painted by pranksters on the soft 
blue walls of a reading room in 
the University of Minnesota’s new 
library may have found a4 
permanent home. University 
officials are beginning to like it. 

The mysterious mural, a 
10 - foot - high silhouette, was 
painted by two men early one 
morning soon after the library 
opened, A library clerk said they 
wore painters’ caps and overalls 
and produced work orders, blue- 
prints, and graph paper for the 
mural when asked what they were 
doing. in30 minutes, the mural was

The figure suggests a man 
standing with one arm upraised, 
His other arm seems to be behind 
his back.

ABC students sit in carrels to 
listen to instructions recorded on 
420 tapes and to do written exer-~ 
cises in shorthand, English and 
other subjects. Typing exercises 
are performed in a separate room 
to keep the study area quiet. The 
basic courses are secretarial, 
stenographic, and clerk-typist. 
The fees range from $360 to $490, 
and the courses can be completed 
in 14 to 16 weeks, although the 
methods used permit each student 
to proceed at his own pace, 

Advanced 13-week courses for 
medical and legal secretaries are 
also available, 

Mr. Kosseff, who teaches adult 
evening classes in franchising at 
Cerritos Junior College and the 
Los Angeles Schools’ West Valley 
Training Center, says that his 
company is preparing to offer 
instruction in 200 courses covering

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Law students give aid 


FISCAL AFFAIRS CO 
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via switchboard 


Stan Gibson, 23, a law student 
at University of California at 
Berkeley, doesn’t fit the Berkeley 
stereotype envisioned by some. 
He has short hair, no beard, and 
never pickets or demonstrates. 
He is one of 40 students at the 
university’s Boalt Hall Law School, 
who are going outside the class- 
room to gain practical experience 
in legal assistance while helping 
ghetto residents in trouble in 
nearby Oakland. 

Much of the work is the kind 
you’ll seldom see in case books, 
says iaw student Gibson, who 
spends roughly 20 hours a week 
manning phones, monitoring police 
radios, collecting evidence, inter- 
viewing witnesses, talking to 
practicing lawyers and bail bonds- 
men, and preparing files for the 
public defender. 

The student volunteers, mostly 
white, work with black community 
leaders at the West Oakland Lega! 
Switch \rd, a non-profit organi- 
zation created to ensure arrested 
persons their judicial rights. 
Switchboard provides free emer- 
gency legal assistance. 

At any time, but especially on 
week ends, scores of suspects in 
minor crimes may be held in area 
jails up to 48 hours for investi- 
gation, Many of them are juveniles, 
poor, black, unaware of their legal 
rights, and unable to meet bail. 
Switchboard has gained the con- 
fidence of local bail bondsmen, 
making release possible for many 
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of the suspects lacking ready cash. 
Says a bail bondsman in Oakland 
who handles Switchboard cases, 
‘‘Not one has skipped out,’’ 

Funds for Switchboard have 
some primarily from iocal foun- 
dations, churches, and private 
donors, with two-for-one matching 
grants from the University of 
California’s Community Service 
Project committee. The com- 
mittee finances student par- 
ticipation activities. No Federal 
money has been requested be- 
cause it might put restrictions on 
how Switchboard handles legal 
assistance 

Now housed in a two-room 
office above a store, Switchboard 
continues to grow. Besides the 
student volunteers like Mr. Gib- 
son, more and more former 
students are returning to help out 
after graduation.

years. In the event that Johns has, the 
committee is te determine the amount 
and the reason for the payments, 

In the past there have been allegations 
that Johns had filed travel vouchers with 
both the college and the SSC Foundation 
after his trips. According to the allega- 
tions, this led to his being paid twice for 
some of his trips, 

In addition to the investigation of Johns, 
the committee is also going to investigate 
all payments to SSC Foundation director, 
Harry Shoup. 

According to Donaldson, the committee 
is to determine the extent of all payments 
to Shoup during the last year, and to 
determine the reasons for the payments. 


The special committee, originally ap- 
pointed by the Senate to investigate Johns’ 
administration on ‘‘budgetary and other 
matters’’ has been disbanded, according 
to Donaldson. 

The committee is no longer needed, 
since the Fiscal Affairs Committee probe 
will encompass the investigation originally 
to have been undertaken by the special 
committee,
